Of toe Gold Medal blanket 
the price is 84.53; the labor Sl.CJ: the 
duty $8.50.

WASHINGTON-, Juno 2.—General Sheridan 


still remains a very sick man. 
There was 


no recurrence of tho heart troubles during 
yesterday, hut the Gcnoval has not recov- 
ered the position ho had gained before tho 
attack of Thursday afternoon. Dr. Pcppor, 
of tho University of Pennsylvania-, who was 
called to tho General's bedside Thursday 
night, lays groat stress upon tho General's 
vitality und endurance, and says that if no 
fi'csli attacks of heart failure ensue thoy 
will jiull him through. At 0:80 last night 
tho following bulletin, signed hy Drs, 
O'llollly, Matthews, Byrno and Yarrow, 
•was issued: 
" The situation remains about tho some. 


Throughout Ihe clay General Sheridan's mlna 
has boon lucid. There Has been no renewal of 
yesterday's attack, thougnthcro ii but tin In- 
complete recovery from its effect. No now un- 
favorable symptoms have developed, 'i'ho un- 
avoidable excitement connected with his pro- 
motion has had no deleterious crroct whatever. 
Ho has slept quietly ihrouRli a great partol 
tho day." 
Another bulletin, signed by tho same 


physicians, was issued at 12:30 this morn- 
iiifi:, as follows: 


"There has becc no appreciable change In 


General Sheridan's condition alnco the las! 
overdue bulletin was Issued. Ho has coughed 
but little, has slept most or the time, anawUon 
nwa'.ie has boon clear In his mind and cheer- 
ful." 
During tho early hours of yesterday 


morning General Sheridan's condition 
changed slightly for tho better.^ Unlike 
the average sick man, ho has his easiest 
hours just before and for a time after day- 
break. Between 11 and 2 o'clock. Thurs- 
day night ho could not have been much 
nearer 
death's 
door without actually 


entering it. 
His lifo was in a very 


tender balance, and tboso who wore in tho 
bouse spoke in low tones and evinced tho 
keenest distress. Tha hours woro critical 
ones until just before tho gray of dawn be- 
gan to appear, nnd then tho sufferer 
breathed easier, his eyes became brighter, 
and he seemed to have a new lease of lifo, 


All bulletins issued during tho day were 


not unlike those which have been promul- 
gated daily for almost a week. Dr. Pep- 
per, who arrived on a special train from, 
Philadelphia very early ia tho morning, did 
not hestituto to sav that tho chances for 
the patient wero very few, and ho advo- 
cated the plainest statement possible in the 
bulletin which was issued very shortly 
after ho inndo on examination. 


There are now seven physicians ia at- 


tendance upon General Sheridan, and oil 
of them agreo upon tho trouble which is 
prcyinp upon tho heart of tho sufferer. All 
lay'thnt ho is apt to die at any time, yet 
none will predict that thoro is absolutely 
no hope whatever. Tho family, after so 
many days ot anxiety, has oomo to the con- 
clusion that the General will got up again, 
but under tho hope there is little ground. 


All day there wero anxious inquiries at 


tho capitol as to tho condition of General 
Sheridan, and hundreds of telegrams woro 
acnt to Uio house and the "War Department 
nnd tliti offices ot tho physicians, making 
Inquiries. Last night thoro was but very 
little change. General Sheridaa'3 death 
will create no surprise at any time, al- 
though it will bring to every heart a pans 
of sorrow.

tho very few persons who woro admitted 
to Geue'ral Sheridan's sick-room yesterday.

All know that He was the 
Sou of God; tho same- ono of whom God 
said: "This is My beloved Son." 
Had Ho 


at last fallen into some great sin for which. 
He was no\v enduring tho proper penalty? 
No! if you could havo looked into His most 
secret thoughts you would never havo seen 
ar.y single sinful thing. "Eo did no sin, 
neither was (ruilo found in His mouth." (1 
Pot. 2:22; 1 John 3:4.) More than this. All 
His lifetime Ilohad'bceu engaged In doing 
good to others. Tho sick wore healed; tho 
sorrowing ones comtortod; tUo dead wore 
raised by Bis power, anil devils wcro cast 
ovit of men.

.nists believe and use one version o{ the 
liblo and that Protestants use • another, 
o adopt either one or the other in state 
chools for the support ot which Cath- 
olics and Protestants aro taxed alike 
would be to encourage sectarian instrno- 


:ion. 


Third—That as very different views 


were held by tho various.branches of the 
Christian church the teaching ot any 
one ot those beliefs would constitute 
'sectarian instruction." 


"It was not claimed," said Attorney 


Hyzor, "that the Catholic biblo should 
bereadintha schools; but that so long 
as the schools are supported by taxation 
all pupils should ba treated equally—no 
doctrines taught or practices followed 
•which infringed upon tho belief of any 
subject, and that it would be for tha 
benefit of the public to remove all su3n 
questions. Unless Prolebtants bo entirely 
willing that tho Catholic bible be intro- 
duced into tho schools, they ought not to 
introduce then1 own."

It was argued that the Christian char- 


acter of tho government was present up 
to the tiius of the adoption ot tbo state 
constitution; that the lirst constitutional 
convention rat used to insert a clause pro- 
hibiting the use ot religious books in the 
schools, bat confined tho prohibition to 
Sectarian instruction;" that tho second 
adopted the provision regarding educa- 
tion that was adopted by the first; that 
the Christian character of tho state has 
bean recognized and observed from the 
adoption of the constitution down to tbe 
present 
time;

that a 
bible 
shall 
bo 


given 
to 
every 
apprentice 
by 


his employer, aid that a [copy be given 
each prisoner m tho state penitentiary 
who desires one; that among the articles 
exempt from sale on attachment is ths 
family bible; that the daily sessions ot 
tho legislature have always been opened 
by prayer, and that nearly every govern 
or's saeasaRO has invoked divine aid and 
blassins, or in some way referred to tho 
Creator. 


Mr. Jaokeon argued that the bible had 


been used in the schools from the ear- 
liest days. In 1858 tho samo question 
that is now being tried arose iin Water- 
town. The question was submitted to 
Lyman C. Draper, at that time soperiu- 
tandont of public instruction, and he, m 
a vory elaborate .and able opinion de- 
cided that tho bible should be read m 
the schools but should Jnot be used for 
sectarian instruction. In 1870 another 
superintendent made the sime Decision. 
These decisions it waa argued, had nev" 
erbeen reversed. 


It was claimed on tho part of the de- 


fendant that it was not tbe intent ot the 
traders ot the constitution or those whi 
adopted it that the reading of the biblo 
and the teaching ot its funilamenta 
principles should bo prohibited in the 
gCbools.
